Neither does the ordinance apply to 
farmers selling their own produce, nor 
to any sale of goods, wares or mer­ 
chandise donated by the owners, the 
proceeds of which are to be applied

Lack of confirmation today of the 
report received in New Oxford on Fri­ 
day' that Arthur J. ('ashman, of Co­ 
lumbus.
